Admiral  of  the  Fleet  Lord  Beatty,  of  Jutland 
fi(lile,  has  been  making'  a  strong  plea  for  the 
stirOngthenlnR  of  Britain's  Navy,  brief  mention 
ot  Which  were  made  in  dispatches  to  this  conti- 
neolL  Tha  joccaaton  was  the  Nelson  Day  dhiner 
of  the  Navy  League  at  wlilch  Lord  Boatty  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  Britain  is  bound  by  her 
history,  her  geography  and  her  Imperial  com- 
mitments to  play  the  part  of  a  Great  Power. 
One  reason  advanced  for  a  strong  Navy  is  so 
that  It  oould  act  as  the  handmaiden  of  foreign 
policy,  and  .so  that  .solid  contributions  could  be 
made  to  European  affairs.  There  are,  however, 
mere  vital  reasons,  and  these,  too,  were  enunci- 
ated by  Lord  Beatty.  The  doctrine  of  sea  power 
Is  to  secure  for  the  ships  of  the  British  merchant 
martae  free  paasage  of  the  sea.  Such  passage 
Is  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  Britain's  safety, 
both  nationally  and  from  the  Imperial  viewpoint. 

•  Lord  Beatty  emphaslaed  that  Britain's  naval 
strength  today  Is  In.sufflclent.  The  w(Srld,  he 
said,  has  talked  of  disarmament  since  1919. 
Bfltain  haa  done  more  than  talk;  She  Is  the  only 
country  which  has  carried  out  such  a  policy, 
and  "to  an  extent  that  has  made  her  incapable 
of  playteg  the  part  of  a  Oreat  Power,  or  of  guar- 
anteeing the  sea  to  her  ships"  Britain's  credit, 
as  Lord  Beatty  pointed  out.  has  been  restored, 
but  her  power  of  defence  Ls  weak.  Other  coun- 
tries have  not  restored  their  credit  but  thoy  have 
maintained  their  armaments.  Then  Lord  Beatty 
said:  "Now  that  the  economic  iiifhculties  are 
getting  less  acute,  the  defence  dinicultles  are 
getting  more  Insistent,  and  the  time  has  surely 
come  when  we  must  meet  the  Just,  right  and 
liroper  demands  of  those  who  are  responsible  for 
.supplying  and  maintaining  the  defences  upon 
which  we  actually  exist,  and  we  have  no  right  to 
continue  to  run  the  terrible  risks  we  have  In  the 
past  years.  Today  at  the  Admiralty  we  have  a 
board  of  e\(  optional  qualifications  which  can  be 
trusted  to  administer  the  navy  In  the  most  eco- 
nomical way.** 

Lord  Beatty  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  upon  the 
Battle  Fleet  that  Imperial  security  as  a  whole 
most  finally  devolve.  Britain  cannot  afford 
that  her  !»hlps  .should  be  Inferior  te  fighting 
qualities  to  those  of  any  other  nation.  In  the 
matter  of  erulaers.  upon  which  so  much  depends 
for  preserving  seaways  inviolate,  Britain's  hands 
are  tied  by  treaties  and  conventions.  Her  ra- 
qubmnents  In  this  respect  are  greater  and  en- 
tirely different  frnni  thu.'.e  of  uny  r)tlirr  ureal 
Power.  Lord  Beatty  believes  thai  where  cruisers 
aro  concerned  eadi  Powor  should  construct 
whatever  number  of  such  ves.sels  she  requires  for 
her  special  purposes.  His  Lordship  concluded 
ItH  ipaeeh  by  saying:  * 

*X>ther  great  maritime  Powera  are  mending 
man  money  on  their  navies  proportionately. 
And  te  the  case  of  the  United  sutes  actually. 
Brttata  has.  rightly  or  wrongly,  conceded  parity

Any  news- 
paper which  could  do  that  with  the 
weight  of  seventy  years  upon  lu 
shoulders  may  be  said  to  be  going, 
like  Johnny  Walker,  strong.  We 
trust  the  publishers  and  editors  of 
our  contemporary  will  forgive  the 
comparison,  for  the  man  who  estab- 
lished the  paper  had  strong  preju- 
dless  against  the  use  of  strong  drink 
in  any  form— and  had  good  reason 
for  his  attitude,  for  the  men  at- 
tached to  newspapers  in  his  day 
were  noa^  even  loselyspealdng,  tee- 
totallers.

We  remember 
asking  him  what  was  the  chief  fea- 
ture  of  London,  and  his  saying  that 
the  London  market  was  the  best  in 
all  Canada.  A  visit  to  the  market 
proved  that  it  was  so.  A  later  visit 
to  the  Toronto  mp.rket  demon- 
strated that  the  square  in  that  even 
then  supeHer  elty  was  but  a  huck- 
ster's .>;tall  compared  to  the  market 
of  the  despised  city  in  the  woods. 
We  f far  the  glery  of  the  London 
market  ha.s  faded  ."somewhat  with 
the  change  in  business  methods,  but 
the  eeenoaaie  revalutlen  has  not 
affected  tlM  prosperity  of  the  farm- 
ers In  the  great  fertile  belt  nor  the 
business  of  the  elty.  London  Is  not 
only  one  of  the  mo.st  attractive 
cities  In  Canada.  It  has  grown  ex- 
ceedingly, although  not  amaslngly.

Gold  From  Wrooked  Liner 
Eoypt  Retrieved  in  Novel 
Manner 


New  salvage  apparatu.s  on  the 
lines  of  a  giant  vacuum  cleaner  l.s 
being  u.sed  yith  great  succe.ss  by 
experts  on  the  Artlgllo,  Th^y  are 
striving  to  recover  the  last  of  the 
bullion  from  the  wreck  of  the  P.  A 
O.  liner  Egypt,  which  foundered 
eleven  years  ago  with  goM  and  sU- 
ver  worth  ll/MWXWO  on  board. 

So  far,  MKMIOO  worth  of  the 
mole  has  been  brought  up  by  the 
huge  mechanical  grab,  but  a  bulk- 
head has  now  fallen  across  the 
strong-room,  and  the  grab  can  no 
longer  be  operated.
